eight, front and hind, plus 
three long-heel shoes, that 
will become models from 
which the English firm will 
pattern their ‘Yellow 
Stripe’ line. Brumley - 
Donaldson is the Ameri- 
can agent for the British 
shoes. 

The shoes being design- 
ed by McEwan in Porter- 
ville will be used to make 
sand molds from which 
master shoes will be cast 
and shipped to England; the 
Baker company will then 
make dies for production 
of a new line of shoes for 
the world market. 

Actually, the Baker com- 
pany is an old firm, but 
its products have not kept 
pace with the times. Their 
shoes, by modern stan- 
dards, are ‘‘rough’’ and 
heavy. McEwan is rede- 
signing, reshaping and 
lightening the shoes in or- 
der to create a better shoe 
that is more competitive on 
the American and world 
market. He will also re- 
design another of the Baker 
company’s four lines of 
horseshoes. 

The job is not easy. 

McEwan has an average 
of eight hours work wrap- 
ped up in each of the 15 
new shoes, He has spoiled 
several of them as he 
creates a ‘‘perfect’’ shoe;

VISALIA — Tulare coun- 
ty farmers who desire to 
put their land into an agri- 
cultural preserve should 
file a letter with the Tu- 
lare county board of su- 
pervisors prior to January 
1, 1968 if they want to get 
into the new setup during 
the 1968-69 year. A form 
letter requesting agree- 
ment appears elsewhere in 
this issue of The Farm Tri- 
bune. 

Although details of 
agreement between the 
county and farmers who 
put their land into an agri- 
cultural preserve are not 
expected to be finalized 
until next week, it is un- 
likely that county officials 
will have time to process 
requests for agreement fil- 
ed after the first of the 
year. 

Working out details of 
procedure are members of 
the county board of super- 
visors and a committee 
appointed by the super- 
visors. Serving on the com- 
mittee are Frank Brandon, 
of Exeter, representing the 
Tulare County Farm Bu- 
reau; Kenneth Rutherford, 
of Porterville, represent- 
ing the Tulare County Cat- 
tlemen’s association; 
Harold Schutt, of Lindsay; 
Marvin Hillman, of Tu- 
lare; Ralph Mehrten, of 
Exeter; Pete Harms, of 
Dinuba; and James Flynn, 
of Ducor. 

This group will meet with 
supervisors next Monday 
evening to work out final 
provisions of an agricul- 
tural preserve agreement 
and it is expected that su- 
pervisors will take official 
action on agreement pro- 
cedure and provisions at 
next Tuesday’s regular 
meeting. 

Some 80 applications for 
the placing of county prop- 
erty in an agricultural re- 
serve are now on file with 
the county. 

An application filed be- 
fore January 1 can be with- 
drawn without obligation if 
final agreement provisions 
are not to the liking of an 
individual farmer. 

Establishing of agricul- 
tural preserves in Cali- 
fornia was authorized by 


PORTERVILLE - Bids 
for improvement of 65 
freeway at Porterville, 
from a point six-tenths of 
a mile north of highway 190 
to Pioneer avenue, are ex- 
pected to be called for next 
May or June. Work will in- 
clude an interchange at 
Henderson avenue. 

In connection with the 
planned work, a condemna- 
tion action has been filed 
by the State of California 
involving land needed for 
an access ramp on the 
east side of 65 at Hen- 
derson. 

The suit was filed against 
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State Ballot Proposition 3; 
subsequent legislation in 
Sacramento spelled out de- 
tails of agreement or con- 
tract between farmers and 
counties or cities. 

Object of the legislation 
was originally to protect 
prime agricultural land in 
California from inroads by 
urban and industrial de- 
velopments; the legislation 
also provides that land in 
an agricultural preserve 
is to be assessed on the 
basis of its agricultural 
use, not on the often theo- 
retical and_ speculative 
‘‘fair market value’’ for- 
mula used now for all prop- 
erty by assessors. 

Statements: have been 
made that in Tulare county 
assessments might be re- 
duced by 30 to 40 percent 
on land that is placed in 
an agricultural preserve; 
this would mean a substan- 
tial reduction in taxes, 

Although details of 
agreement between Tulare 
county and land owners is 
still being worked out, it 
is likely that the agree- 
ment will provide for a 
10-year period, with the 
individual land owner to 
request renewal after the 
first year, but with auto- 
matic 10-year renewals 
each year following. 

If a farmer wants to get 
out of the agreement once 
he is in, he can probably 
state his intention, then 
phase out the agreement 
over a 10-year period. 
However, details on this 
aspect of the agreement 
have not been announced 
and will be included in the 
final agreement form that 
is probably coming up next 
week. 

Under agricultural . pre- 
serve and open space legis- 
lation, two methods are 
legally possible, a legal 
‘‘contract’”’ between the 
county and individual land 
owners and an ‘‘agree- 
ment’’ between the two par- 
ties. 

A contract arrangement 
involves approval by the 
state director of agricul- 
ture and per-acre pay- 
ments by the state to the 
county.
